State Department, lights burn night- 
ly into the early morning hours while 


occupants work overtime to aid Ameri- 
cans caught in the Spanish revolution 
and comfort their anxious relatives in 
the United States. 

It is the division of foreign serv- 
ice administration which, in times of 
emergency aboard, is the government’s 
chief fact-finding agency for keeping 
tab on the whereabouts, movements 
and welfare vf American nationals in 
trouble zones. 

“Every time anything happens,” 
said tall, lean, white-haired Herbert 
Hengstler, chief of the division and 
Good Samaritan to unnumbered thou- 
sands of Americans, “we really have 
to go to work.”

Senor Giral, prime minister of Spain, 
to me. “We have a coalition govern- 
ment of liberals, democrats and re- 
publicans. We have no idea of let- 
ting a red dictatorship install itself 
and the socialists have no such inten- 
tion. What we are doing is main- 
taining the present regime to which 
the people of Spain have freely given 
themselves in the last elections, which 
were held under a government that 
was our gdversary. To say that we 
have a red government here or that 
the capital and country are in the 
a of the communists is simply a 
ie.’ 

Senor Giral himself is a liberal re- 
publican, not even a_ left-wing lib- 
eral. He is a quiet-spoken, cool-head- 
ed man, a professor of medicine at 
the University of Madrid and not a 
professional politician. 

“According to what is published 
abroad, you must have expected to 
find a wild-eyed bolshevik here,” he 
said, referring to himself. “I never 
yet went around with a kitchen knife 
between my teeth. None of my col- 
leagues in the cabinet are of that per- 
suasion. However, I must also say,” 


the added, “that the working class or- 


ganizations by their prompt and selt- 
less action have saved Spain from the 
rebellion and Europe from the danger 
of a fascist dictatorship in Spain.

WORLD LABOR PACTS 


ADVOCATED BY BARUCH 


Financier Would Write Min- 


imum Wage Clauses in 
Tariff Treaties. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—(P)—A_ solu- 
tion of world economic’ warfare 
through international agreements on 
minimum wages and maximum hours 
was proposed today by Bernard M 


: Baruch. 


The American financier and “friend 
of Presidents’ had returned from a 
several days’ visit with Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin, of Great Brit- 
ain, at the latters country estate. 

“Nations are more suspicious of one 
another, more grimly embattled, arm- 
ing more fiercely and quickly than 
ever before,” said Baruch. 

The financier, who was chairman of 
the United States war industrial board 
in 1918, visited several European coun- 
tries this summer and observed condi- 
tions at first hand. 

He said in part: 

“The astronomical sums spent upon 
armaments could give to the ‘under- 
housed’ living conditions approaching 
those which in our time and age they 
should enjoy. 

“The maximum wage and the maxi- 
mum hour have an important part— 
perhaps the most important—in eco- 
nomic warfare. In the guise of na- 
tional preservation or greed, or to 
meet the competition of others, hours 
are lengthened and wages reduced to 
the point that results in almost in- 
human conditions, 

“Every economic agreement between 


nations should be accompanied by an 
 paeratendivis or formula on a mini- 
mum wage and maximum hour. Not 
that any nation should impose its ideas 
upon another, but any tariff or quota 
or money stabilization should have 
some stated minimtm wage and maxi- 
mum hbdur which a nation could not 
break without breaking the whole 
agreement, 

“It is easy to see how currencies 
that have been stabilized or economic 
relations that have been agreed itpon 
can be entirely nullified by the reduc- 
tion of wages or by the lengthening 
of the hours of labor. This barbaric 
sweating of labor can jump any tariff 
wall or undermine any currency sta- 
bilization.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Friday.—lI finished “Gone With the Wind,” by 
Margaret Mitchell, last night. It is a most interesting picture of the 
south during the War Between the States, but to me the Reconstruction 
period is far more interesting. 

It is easy to understand why the women of the south kept their 
bitterness toward their northern invaders. The war to them was a 
sacred cause, and the attitude of the north was practically impossible 
for them to understand. Sometimes you hear people wonder today why 
the bitterness has persisted so long, but to me it seems only natural 
and this book should help to make it vividly clear, even to those who 
haven’t understood it before. 


The characters, Melanie and Ashley, are very charming—people you 
would like to know, but Scarlett and Rhett Butler are the two strongest 
and most interesting people. Scarlett was selfish and ruthless to the 
end, but she did have gallantry, courage and determination. In her 
rather strange way she did love two people in the course of her stormy 
existence. She paid in suffering for the fact that never for one moment 
was her love unselfish. She never understood either of the men she 
loved and so she lost them both, to be left baffled and bitter in her 
loneliness.

There is a mew day in marriage 
for many young people. Recently 
some sOciologists made a study of 
some thousands of 50-50 marriages 
and found them successful in large 
percentage. Perhaps there are sev- 
eral reasons for this but chief 
among them is when the young peo- 
ple step up to the altar they have 
a perfect agreement about money 
matters. No daily arguments about 
division of the income. No recrim- 
inations on the part of husband and 
wife when one thinks the other has 
been extravagant or stingy. They 
have separate obligations, separate 
purses and when they busy some- 
thing that the two of them are to 
use, the price is split 50-50. If they 
go to a movie, the price of the tick- 
ets comes out of two pockets. 
Grandma who had to ask Grandpa 
for a dollar every now and_ then 
thinks it shocking and disgusting. 
Mama who only recently began to 
budget her allowance for household 
expenses, and yet charges. her 
clothes to Papa thinks it is radi- 
cal procedure. But the young peo- 
ple are finding that the plan works 
and works well. 


There is another safeguard in the 
plan that touches Mama and Papa 
directly. There are no in-law trou- 
bles for their young couples who are 
dividing expenses. They can’t af- 
ford commodious living quarters. A 
rented room or a tiny apartment 
makes a visit from the in-laws out 
of the question. There is no place 
for guests to sleep. The best hos- 
pitality they can offer their parents 
is a couple of chairs and the chances 
are that one of these is straightback- 
ed and uncompromising, a chair that 
doesn’t encourage a long sojourn. 

Any visiting that is done must be 
done by the young folks to the old 
folks and trouble has seldom develop- 
ed out of such visits. 


With money and in-law problems 
removed, only morals remains as 
one of the three issues that com- 
monly cause divorce. The matter 
of morals is also safeguarded in & 
measure for it takes time and money 
to get into trouble. The parties to 
the 50-50 marriages have little of 
either. Their brains are not devils’ 
workshops. The business of making 
a living occupies their daylight 
hours.

But this doesn’t mean that there 
are no difficulties for the pioneering 
young people.

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CHURCHES OVER REICH 
SCORE NAZI ATTACKS 


Secret Police Crowd Assem- 
blies But Do Not Halt 
Defiance. 


BERLIN, Aug. 23.—(UP)—Crowd- 


ed congregations, watched by the nazi 
secret police, today heard confession- 
al church pastors throughout Germany 
read from their pulpits long addresses 
attacking Chancellor Adolf Hitler's 
anti-church policies. 


“The real issue is whether or not 
the Christian faith is to have a home 
in Germany in the future.” was the 
burden of the protest. 

In Berlin the protest was read by 
Pastor Martin Niemoller, regarded as 
the mainspring of the confessional 
front movement. Four pastors sat 
behind him. Secret police sat in the 
pews before him. But thére were no 
incidents, although copies of the ad- 
dtess were distributed. 

In some parts of the country po- 
lice confiscated copies. 

“The truth of the gospel has been 
attacked publicly,’ the protest said, 
“and the church has not been permit- 
ted to answer on the same _ public 
scale.” 

The “new thought” or myths, the 
protest continued, “‘state the new con- 
ception of life is incompatible with 
Christianity and that it is meant to 
replace Christianity.” 

The address charged divine service 
in the army is not tolerated and that 
simultaneously “youth is getting in- 
ured to the debasement of the Chris- 
tian faith.” 

The protest objected to several func- 
tions of the daily party and state life, 
noting among children that “such 
moral oppression, augmented by eter- 
nal spying, will breed hypocrisy and 
serfdom, and finally destroy real moral 
ties.’ 

The protest condemned state mili- 
tary parades, processions and civil pa- 
rades on Sunday, pointing out that 
“evangelical Christians were hindered 
from attending divine service.”
